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Continuation of 5. Katsuki discloses side by side where applicant's kinks also will have the circuit board therebetween, so that side by 
side does not preclude something between the leads. Also, there is a thermistor between applicant's leads so that it is not seen how 
applicant's distinctions comport with his disclosure. For McOrlly, the leads are bent in the same direction before attachment, where "bent" 
is interpreted as a product by process limitation, similar to that in applicant's specification. Applican'ts claims require no more since they 
recite "bent with respect to each other to form said kinked part". Moreover, Claim 26 does not claim side by side, and no argument is 
made there. The 112 1st arguments are persuassive since there is no perfect semicircle or other shapes made by man. . 
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
